Civil  DEFENSE  TRAINING 

The  necessity  of  civil  defense  training  is  becoming  mote 
and  more  apparent  and  public  interest  is  pointing  lo  an  in- 
creasing consciousness  of  civilian  defense  needs. 

Priorities  ore  now  being  effected  for  the  procurement  of 
private  aircraft  parls  together  with  iusUilcation  lor  these  sup- 
plies and  materials.  Private  aircraft  ore  valuable  to  civil 
defense  and  operational  training  will  be  essential  to  the  ef- 
fectiveness in  their  use. 

It  is  suggested  that  BREAKFAST  FLIGHTS  and  gclherlng 
of  private  aircrail  Include  simulated  civil  defense  operations 
with  problems  in  navigation,  communicallona  and  operation 
proc^ures. 

If  you  ore  planning  a breakfast  flight  Include  with  it  civil 
defense  training  problems  which  may  be  participated  in  by 
all  pilots  atten^ng  the  breakfast.  Constant  framing  flights 
will  better  prepare  all  pilots  to  participate  in  civil  defense 
and  will  continue  lo  justify  the  operation  ol  civil  aircraft  with 
prionties  on  ports  and  supplies  . . . Wiley. 


GAS  TAX  REDUCTION  BILL  SENT  TO 
WHITE  HOUSE 

The  House  has  agreed  lo  Senate  amendments  to 
H.  R.  136  which  allows  the  consumer  of  gasoline  to 
deduct,  for  Income  tax  purposes,  state  taxes  on  gas- 
oline Imposed  on  the  wholesoler  and  possed  on  to 
the  consumer.  The  bill  has  been  sent  to  the  White 
House  for  Presidential  approval. — (American  Avia- 
tion Doily). 


LOST  AIRCRAFT  AND  CRASHES 
The  recent  outbreak  of  lost  aircraft  and  crashes  through- 
out the  entire  United  States  has  in  nearly  every  instance  been 
caused  by  flying  into  snow  storms  or  lowering  weather  mini- 
mums.  Out  west  Utah,  Wyoming,  Montana  and  Oregon 
have  all  had  (heir  share.  Pilots  must  be  reminded  that  the 
month  of  March,  April  and  May  does  not  mean  that  spring 
has  arrived.  Through  the  windy  months,  squalls  may  come 
up  very  suddenly.  When  planning  a crosscountry,  check 
your  weather  very  core-fully.  Your  nearest  weather  bureau 
will  predict  the  route  weather.  And  last  but  not  least,  file  a 
flight  plan,  the  life  you  save  may  be  your  own.  (Oregon  Air

CLEAN  WINDSHIELDS  BEFORE  REFUELING 
Recent  tests  conducted  on  cleaning  of  certain  plastic 
windshields  revealed  that  static  electricity  wos  generated.  It 
would  seem  advisable  to  clean  windshields  BEFORE  the  air- 
plane is  reiuled.  It  would  appear  dangerous  to  clean  wind- 
shields either  durmg  or  immediately  after  the  refueling 
process.

DEATH  OF  HISTORIC  STEWARDESS  NOT  IN  VAIN 
A campaign  to  raise  money  tor  a Memorial  Nurses' 
Home  at  Variety  Children's  Hosiptal  at  Miami  has  begun. 
The  home  Is  to  be  erected  in  the  name  of  Miss  Mary  Frances 
Housley,  who.  after  helping  ten  passengers  out  of  a DC-4 
which  caught  fire  alter  running  off  the  end  of  the  runway  Into 
a gully,  lost  her  life  in  an  effort  to  rescue  a baby.  The  body 
was  found  later  In  her  arms.  While  the  public  will  not  be 
actively  solicited,  the  Memorial  Committee  will  welcome  do- 
nations which  may  be  turned  in  at  any  National  Airlines 
office  or  sent  directly  to  the  general  office  In  Miami,  care  ol 
John  L.  Morris.

SPRING  FLYING  WEATHER 
In  the  spring  a pilots  lancy  turns  to  thoughts  of  pleas- 
ant flying  weather,  and  lulled  by  spring  fever,  he  is  likely 
not  to  realize  that  hazardous  weather  conditions  may  still 
exist.  This  is  the  season  of  increased  thunderstorm  activity. 
The  storms  lend  to  be  more  scattered  although  the  frontal 
type  can  be  encountered.  Warm  fronts  are  more  common 
and  the  low  ceilings,  log,  drizzle,  and  rain  accompanying  the 
fronts  will  keep  us  grounded  at  limes.  This  is  also  the  time  of 
year  for  an  Increase  in  frequency  of  fogs,  usually  ground  fog 
which  will  bum  off  by  mld-momlng.  With  the  northward 
movement  ol  the  sun,  we  receive  more  surface  healing,  and 
the  air  becomes  choppy,  so  that  smoothest  air  would  be  in 
ihe  morning  and  evening.  This  also  causes  cumulus  clouds 
to  develop  by  mid-morning  and  dissipate  again  toward  eve- 
ning. Due  to  the  heating,  surface  winds  have  a tendency  to 
increase  during  the  day.  You  may  start  your  flight  in  the 
mommg  with  the  wind  10  to  IS  M.P.H.  and  find  it  has  in- 
creased to  around  2S  to  30  and  become  gusty  by  the  time  you 
have  reached  your  destination.  The  winds  tend  to  decrease 
again  toward  sunset.  To  sum  up.  the  spring  weather  Is  a 
period  cf  transition  ircm  winter  to  summer,  end  wc  find  In- 
creased thunderstorm  activity  and  frequency  of  fog.  Choppy 
air  during  the  day  with  smoother  oir  morning  and  evening, 
rising  freezing  level  and  decreasing  periods  when  icing  is 
dangerous.  High  humidity  is  typical  in  Ihe  spring  season 
and  so  alert  praclices  regarding  carburetor  heal  is  in  order. 
— Gllinois  Aviation). 


HELICOPTERS  ARE  USEFUL 

Hiller  Helicopters  is  now  producing  12  helicopters  a 
month  at  Palo  Alto  and  Stanley  Hiller,  Ir.,  said  the  company 
is  expanding  to  increase  production  to  four  or  live  times  that 
number.  Sales  last  year  totaled  $1,250,000,  with  three  months 
lost  to  conversion  to  military  work,  and  this  year  will  exceed 
$10,000,000,  with  1952  expected  to  be  three  to  four  times  the 
latter  amount.  To  finance  expansion,  the  Hiller  company 

will  sell  through  Blythe Co.  $2,500.(X)0  of  5?i  convertible 

debentures  about  May  15.  This  financing  will  be  used  to 
retire  bank  loans,  provide  funds  for  building  expansion  and 
about  $1,000,000  for  working  capital.
